ly  and  close  attention  to  the  cases  he  investigated  at  first, 
which  has  resulted  I  believe  in  the  better  attendance  of  those 
who  previously  gave  us  trouble. 

Teachers. 
Of  the  teachers  who  taught  last  year  the  following  are 
not  to  return  for  the  coming  year, — in  the  High  School, 
Misses  Spicer,  Pierpont,  DeForest,  Buzzell  and  Russell,  and 
in  the  grades,  Misses  Jewett,  Cooley,  Alice  Fellows,  Twomey, 
Bowler  and  Claflin,  and  Mrs.  Cratty.  In  their  places  have 
been  selected  the  following, — Misses  Mary  E.  Sproat  of 
Wellesley  College  this  year,  Harriet  Wood  also  of  Wellesley 
College  this  year,  Grace  Kierstead  of  Connecticut  Agricul- 
tural College,  Frances  Leggett  of  Boston  University,  Mar- 
garet Hart,  a  graduate  of  Bay  Path  with  several  years  of 
teaching  experience,  Etheleve  Bakos  who  is  a  graduate  of 
our  own  High  school  and  of  Willimantic  Normal,  Mary 
Wendheiser  who  has  the  same  record,  Florence  Gadbois  of 
New  London  and  a  graduate  of  the  Willimantic  Normal, 
Helen  Moran  also  of  New  London  and  the  Willimantic  Nor- 
mal, Constance  Brookes  who  has  been  teaching  in  Middle- 
field  for  the  past  two  years,  Frances  Henault  of  Norwich 
and  a  graduate  of  Willimantic  Normal,  and  Grace  Sutliff  a 
graduate  of  the  Oswego  (N.  Y.)  Normal  school.  Miss 
Verne  Hall  of  Hamburg  in  this  state  and  a  graduate  of 
Connecticut  College,  is  to  teach  a  combination  of  subjects  in 
the  high  school  to  care  for  the  expected  increase  there  this 
year.  During  the  summer  Miss  Lombardi  resigned  to  ac- 
cept a  better  position  in  Hartfor  dand  Miss  Lucia  Chalker 
of  Saybrook,  who  prepared  for  art  teaching  at  the  Provi- 
dence School  of  Design,  was  selected  for  the  vacancy.  All 
the  above  teachers  come  to  us  well  recommended  and  ought 
to  satisfy  our  expectation  that  they  will  be  good  teachers. 

Buildings. 
The  most  of  our  school  buildings  are  in  excellent  shape. 
This  summer  we  have  painted  the  outside  of  the  Northeast 
school  and  the  outside  wood  work  of  the  Maple  Street  school 


and  the  inside  of  the  room  of  Miss  O'Keefe  in  the  Northeast 
school.  Repairs  have  been  made  elsewhere  as  needed,  in- 
cludino-  the  laying  of  a  new  floor  in  the  lower  room  at  Ver- 
lion  Depot  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  chimney  at  Dobson- 
ville.  There  have  been  no  unusual  repairs  in  any  of  the  oth- 
er buildings  during  the  year  past.  It  seems  that  we  have 
now  nearly  completed  the  repairs  which  must  take  much 
money  in  the  case  of  all  the  buildings,  except  for  the  usual 
and  expected  repairs  needed  to  keep  them  in  good  condi- 
tion. This  I  reported  to  you  a  year  ago  was  probable  and  it 
seems  now  a  fact. 

Course  of  Study  and  Text  Books. 

The  use  of  free  text  books  has  been  on  trial  in  the  high 
school  during  the  past  year.  Their  use  has  resulted  in  less 
trouble  for  both  teachers  and  pupils,  although  the  rules  for 
their  use  have  occasioned  some  difficulties  as  was  foreseen  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  books  have  hard  use,  being 
carried  habitually  to  and  from  school  day  after  day,  and  in 
many  cases  long  distances.  As  far  as  we  judge,  they  are  be- 
ing treated  by  pupils  with  as  much  care  as  could  have  been 
expected,  considering  the  fact  that  hitherto  pupils  have 
been  able  to  mark  their  books  as  they  chose  and  therefore 
that  they  might  be  expected  to  forget  that  the  books  now 
are  loaned  to  them  and  not  their  own  property.  Books 
which  show  too  hard  use  and  are  too  much  soiled  for  reas- 
onable wear,  have  to  be  paid  for  as  a  whole  or  in  part  as  de- 
termined by  their  condition.  Otherwise  the  books  are  free 
for  pupils  to  use.  Comparatively  few  books  have  been  bad- 
ly abused  or  lost  and  we  feel  that  the  first  year's  trial  has 
been  very  satisfactory. 

In  the  grades  only  one  new  set  of  books  has  been  adopt- 
ed. During  the  spring  a  reading  test  was  tried  in  all  the 
grades  and  a  result  of  the  showing  was  that  we  decided  that 
newer  types  of  reading  books  were  desirable.  The  newer 
reading  material  has  many  features  which  tend  to  make  read 
ing  more  instructive  and  worth  while  and  a  committee  of 
^eachers  were  accordingly  asked  to  review  a  number  of  the 


newer  sorts  of  reading  material.  Their  report  to  me  was 
checked  up  carefully  and  the  adoption  of  the  "Child  Story 
Readers1'  was  recommended  to  the  Committee.  After  in- 
vestigation, the  series  was  adopted  and  will  be  in  use  this 
fall.  I  anticipate  that  our  reading  will  be  materially  im- 
proved by  their  use. 

No  other  changes  have  been  made  in  our  course  of  study 
in  the  grades. 

In  the  high  school  some  minor  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  commercial  department  where  changes  must 
constantly  be  made  to  keep  the  course  up  to  the  highest 
efficiency  and  train  pupils  for  constantly  changing  demands 
on  the  part  of  prospective  employers.  Otherwise  the  course 
of  study  is  as  a  year  ago.  No  changes  of  text  books  have 
been  made  except  for  the  adoption  of  a  new  English  text  for 
upper  class  pupils.  The  past  year  these  pupils  have  used 
the  books  the}^  already  had  but  a  new  class  required  us  to 
provide  a  new  text. 

General. 

The  evening  school  has  functioned  as  in  previous  years 
but  with  a  rather  smaller  enrollment.  Good  work  was  done 
by  the  various  teachers  and  their  interest  was  appreciated 
by  the  pupils  who  enrolled  I  feel  sure. 

The  graduating  classes  were  smaller  than  the  previous 
year.  In  the  grades  59  graduated  and  in  the  high  school 
58.  The  custom  of  producing  a  pageant  for  the  grade  grad- 
uation was  discontinued  this  year  and  a  speaker.  Dr.  Ekblau 
of  Clark  University,  who  was  in  the  Arctic  with  McMillan, 
spoke  of  Eskimo  life  and  customs.  The  lecture  was  il- 
lustrated with  lantern  slides.  This  innovation  relieved 
teachers  and  pupils  of  very  arduous  and  wearing  prepara- 
tion at  a  time  when  attention  ought  to  be  given  to  the  fin- 
ishing up  of  school  work  and  I  believe  that  it  is  a  better 
type  of  graduating  exercises  than  the  pageant  for  this 
reason.  The  high  school  graduation  followed  the  usual  pro- 
gram. I  wish  especially  to  commend  the  poise  of  those  who 
took  part  in  this  latter  program.     During  the  program  the 


Lights  went  entirely  out  and  so  remained  for  some  time. 
During  this  the  speaking  and  the  singing  went  on  without 
break,  a  fact  which  reflected  great  credit  both  on  the  ones 
who  took  part  and  on  their  trainers,  who  certainly  could 
not  have  foreseen  such  a  contingency  or  prepared  for  it. 

The  health  program  has  been  followed  as  for  the  past 
three  years  with  weekly  investigations  by  the  appointed 
physicians  into  the  condition  of  health  of  the  pupils  in  the 
grades  and  the  high  school. 

The  attendance  of  the  younger  pupils  was  somewhat 
broken  into  by  epidemics  during  the  year.  Here  the  value 
of  the  school  nurse  is  shown  particularly,  for  her  inspections 
have  certainly  helped  to  prevent  a  wider  spreading  of  the 
diseases. 

There  was  a  rather  unusual  amount  of  absence  of  teach- 
ers from  their  work  because  of  illness  the  past  year.  At 
times  it  was  difficult  to  find  substitutes  for  all  the  places 
vacant.  One  teacher  was  out  for  about  half  the  year  and 
others  for  varying  periods  of  time.  With  the  above  ex- 
ceptions the  work  of  the  schools  went  on  generally  as  usual. 
I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  those  teachers  who  at 
times  did  extra  work  when  other  teachers  were  out  and  so 
helped  to  keep  the  schools  running  "as  usual'*.  We  have  a 
remarkably  willing  corps  of  teachers  in  the  schools  here, 
who  are  generous  in  giving  of  their  time  for  extra  things, 
which  is  a  decidedly  fine  quality  to  find  in  teachers.  The 
almost  complete  freedom  from  complaining  and  from  fault- 
finding among  our  teachers  is  also  a  mightly  fine  quality. 
which  is  not  always  found  in  teachers  in  some  other  places. 
The  morale  of  our  force  is  to  be  highly  commended.  I  feel 
that  in  large  measure,  this  is  due  to  the  really  fine  attitude 
of  the  people  in  the  town  and  of  the  School  Committee 
toward  us  all  and  for  this  I  am  sure  we  are  all  grateful. 

The  work  of  the  special  teachers  has  been  fully  up  to 
the  high  standard  which  has  prevailed  here  and  I  wish  to 
pommend  the  showing  of  pupils  in  the  special  lines  of  sew- 
ing, cooking,  drawing  and  singing  as  the  results  of  these 
subjects  have  been  seen  by  those  outside  the  schools. 


I  wish  to  assure  the  Committee  that  the  teachers  and  I 
myself  will  in  the  coming  year  try  to  make  the  schools  as 
efficient  as  possible.  We  deeply  appreciate  the  confidence 
that  you  have  shown  us  in  the  past  and  trust  that  we  may 
have  the  same  backing  during  the  coming  year.  That  we 
will  seek  to  deserve  it  you  may  be  entirely  sure.

The  above  figured  cost  to  the  taxpayers  is  $3,023.75 
less  than  last  year,  although  the  amounts  paid  for  the  schools 
total  more  than  a  year  ago.  This  is  due  to  a  larger  income 
from  tuition  charges  mainly. 
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The  expense  of  running  the  high  school  this  past  year 
has  been  $48,204.35  and  the  expenses  of  the  grade  schools 
have  been  $71,669.80  which  makes  the  per  capita  cost  of  the 
high  school  $117.25.  It  should  be  remembered  that  during 
the  summer  of  last  year  we  expended  a  larger  amount  for 
high  school  text  books  than  we  had  to  during  this  year. 
Probably  another  year  we  will  have  heavier  expense  for 
these  text  books  as  their  life  is  comparatively  short.  Hence 
while  we  are  apparently  receiving  this  year  more  for  high 
school  tuition  than  the  actual  per  capita  cost  amounted  to, 
another  year  the  facts  may  be  reversed.  Our  charge  for 
tuition  is  figured  to  cover  our  expected  average  expense  and 
in  the  long  run  is  near  that  figure. 

The  per  capita  cost  of  the  grades  was  $82.90.  This  was 
due  to  the  poor  attendance  in  the  grades  in  the  winter.  If 
based  on  the  enrollment  which  might  be  fairer,  it  would  be 
only  $69.44. 

The  receipts  from  the  Sykes  Auditorium  rentals  amount" 
eti  to  $349.  to  which  must  be  added  the  balance  from  last 
year  of  $3.98.  The  expenses  for  janitor  work  and  ticket 
selling  were  $105.25  and  amounts  paid  on  lighting  bills 
were  $170.86  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  for  light  bills  this 
coming  year  of  $76.87. 

In  the  Old  High  School  Repair  account  where  a  balance 
of  $1,856.80  was  reported  last  year,  one  bill  of  $80.05  was 
paid  during  the  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,776.75  for  fur- 
ther repairs  as  necessary. 

We  estimate  that  the  expenses  of  the  schools  for  the 
coming  year  will  be  $121,000  and  the  income  from  all  out- 
side sources  will  be  $30,000.
